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Preface 




he State Higher Education Executive Officers is 
proud to assume responsibility as publisher of 
State Higher Education Appropriations 1991-92. 
We continue a long tradition begun by the 
National Association of State Universities and 
Land Grant Colleges (NASULGC) in 1960. This 
is the 33rd consecutive report enumerating the appropria- 
tion of state tax dollars for operating expenses in the 50 states. 

These figures reflect legislative decisions in the 50 states 
about state tax appropriations for the operating expenses 
of colleges and universities. These data are reported by a 
network of state government and higher education offi- 
cials and are published three times during the year. 
Initially, the figures are compiled as soon as possible after 
legislative decisions are made and appear in the publica- 
tion Grapevine, the monthly research report edited by 
Edward R. Hines and published by the Center for Higher 
Education at Illinois State University. These state tax 
appropriations data are then published in somewhat 
abbreviated form in the October issue of the Chronicle of 



Higher Education. The data are published in complete form 
in this volume to offer analysts, lawmakers, and 
researchers assistance in formulating budgets for the fol- 
lowing year. 

No other effort reports in such timely fashion on the 
extent and nature of the state financial commitment to 
higher education. At a time when the finances of the 
states are in such flux and the future portends even 
greater change, we are committed to providing readers 
with the most up-to-date and accurate analysis of state 
support possible. Consistency over time is one of the hall- 
marks of these data; but you can also expect to see addi- 
tions and changes to improve the usefulness and value of 
the report to the states and to the higher education com- 
munity. This year's report contains changes in format that 
make the report more readable. Your comments and sug- 
gestions for additional improvements are welcomed.

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Fiscal Year 1992 in Review 



Btate governments appropriated more than $40 bil- 
lion to the nation's colleges and universities for 
Fiscal Year 1992 (FY92) Although this was the sec- 
ond consecutive year in which total appropria- 
tions exceeded S40 billion, it was also the first year 
1 on record in which total appropriations declined. 

Appropriations for FY91 were $40,139 billion, but for FY92 
they reached only $40,067 billion, a decline of approximately 
$72 million. The corresponding percentage change was a 
decline of two-tenths of one p>ercent (-0.02 percent). 

It has been the custom to report two-year percentage 
changes in this annual report, to even out the idiosyncratic 
"peaks and valleys" that appear in singk years. Because 
support for higher education dropped from FY91 to 
however, this report also includes one-year changes. 



Recent Two-Year Changes 



A look at how appropriations have changed over the past 
two years shows that total appropriations rose by nearly 
$1 billion or 2.5 percent from FY90 to FY92. However, 
both gains are, by far, the smallest on record. Dollar gains 
over two years have characteristically exceeded $2 billion 
and, until FY91, percentage gains exceeded 11 percent. 
Until 1991, appropriations for higher education at least 
doubled each ten years. Had this record of support con- 
tinued in FY92, the appropriations would have been $6 
billion higher. Figure 1 shows these two-year changes 
from FY90 to FY92 state^by-state. 

The small gain from FY90 to FY92 contrasts sharply

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with the much larger gains characteristic of the last three 
decades. During the 1960s and early 1970s, appropria- 
tions to higher education rose between 20 to 30 percent 
every two years. In the 1980s, increases ranged from ten 
percent to 20 percent. Only in the 1990s have increases 
fallen below ten percent. (See Figure 2.) 

Table 1 shows that in the largest group of states (40), two- 
year gains for FY92 were smaller than gains repoited the 
previous year. In fact, 12 states reported losses. The number 
of states reporting increases in two-year percentage gains has 
Men each year since 1990, when 31 states reported increas- 
es. The number declined to 17 in 1991 and to seven in the 
current fiscal year (Arkanas, Hawii, Montana, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, West Virginia, and Wyoming). 
Over the same period, the number of states reporting 
decreases in two-year percentage gains rose. In 1990, 15 
states reported a decrease from the preceding year. Since 
then, that number has more than doubled. In 1991, 26 states 
reported decreases, and 40 states reported decreases in 1992. 



The Megastates 



The "megastates" are those states — highly industrialized, 
with large populations and relatively large systems of higher 
education — ^that appropriate more than $1 billion to higher 
education each year. In FY91, there were 12 megastates. 
Appropriations were largest in California ($6 billion). New 
York ($3 billion), and Texas {$2.6 billion). Florida, Illinois, 
Michigan, Minnesota, New Jersey, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, and Virginia each appropriated between $1 
billion and $1 .7 billion annually to higher education. 

In FY92, California continued to lead the group with an 
appropriation of approximately $5.7 billion. Texas, which 
appropriated $2.8 billion, moved into second place ahead of 
New York, which appropriated less than $2.8 billion. All the 
other megastates continued to appropriate between $1 billion 
and $1.7 billion.

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In many other ways, however, the picture changed. 
Minnesota appropriated less than $1 billion, which reduced 
the number of megastates to 11. Although Michigan, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Texas increased appropriations in 
FY92, the total amounts appropriated in California, Florida, 
Illinois, New York, North Carolina, Ohio, and Virginia were 
lower than in FY91. 

Seven megastates had positive two-year percentage gains 
and four had negative gains. Michigan led the positive gains 
with 9 percent, followed closely by Pennsylvania and Texas 
at 8 percent. These were the only megastates to appear in the 
top half of the rankings by two-year percentage gains. Eight 
megastates were in the bottom half. Four of these were in the 
third quartile (California at 3 percent, Ohio at 2 percent, 
Illinois and New Jersey at 1 percent) and four were in the 
bottom quartile (North Carolina at -1 percent, Florida and 
Virginia at -5 percent, and New York at -13 percent). 

Only four megastates experienced positive single-year 
percentage gains. Texas led with a gain of 9 percent, fol- 
lowed by New Jersey at 7 percent, Pennsylvania at 6 per- 
cent, and Michigan at 3 percent. Illinois showed no gain, 
and six megastates had negative gains: New York (-11 
percent), Florida and Virginia (-4 percent), North Carolina 
(-3 percent), California (-2 percent), and Ohio (-1 percent).

A Regional View 



Arranging the 50 states by geographic regions and rani<- 
ing two-year percentage gains by quartiles makes it possi- 
ble to paint a regional picture of FY92 appropriations. 
Quartile groupings were based on descending two-year 
percentage gain?. The number of states in each quartile may 
vary from year to year because of "natural breaks" between 
groupings at specific percentage points. This year, 13 states 
were in the top quartile (12 percent to 31 percent increases 
in appropriations from FY90 to FY92), 12 states were in the 
second quartile (8 percent to 11 percent increases), 13 states 
were in the third quartile (0 percent to 7 percent increases), 
and 12 states were in the bottom quartile (-28 percent to -1 
percent decreases). 

Figure 3 shows that none of the 14 northeastern states 
were in the top quartile, and five were in the bottom quar- 
tite. Four of the six New England states had negative two- 
year changes: Massachusetts (-28 percent), Rhode Island 
(-16 percent), Vermont (-3 percent), and Connecticut (-2 
percent). Now Hampshire led New England in two-year 
gains with 9 percent, followed closely by Maine with 8 
percent. 

The Southeast fared even worse — only one state w^as in 
the top quartile (Kentucky gained 17 percent) and seven of 
the remaining ten were in the bottom quartile. 

West of the Mississippi, the picture brightened. Seven 
northwestern states were in the top quartile, none in the 
bottom. Five southwestern states were in the top quartile; 
and, like the northwest, none were in the bottom. 
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Trends in State Support 

As assessment continues of the overall decline in state 
support for higher education in FY92, much more will be 
said about its causes and consequences. The following 
analysis is only preliminary, but it can begin to suggest 
trends, as well as explanations for these trends. 

Revenue Variations. In FY92, revenue capacity was a 
major problem for states, given the increased demands 
for state resources and the negative effect of a nation- 
wide recession on the flow of tax funds. As legislatures 
struggled with difficult decisions, some met in extend- 
ed sessions or held special sessions to consider fiscal 
matters. 

Table 2 combines information about one-year changes 
in appropriations with information about increases in 
states' general funds to illustrate the "effort" selected 
states made to fund higher education. The data on general 
funds come from an annual survey by the National 
Conference of State Legislatures (NCSL) of chief fiscal offi- 
cers of state legislatures; the data on higher education 
come from Grapevine, 

If percentages of one-year gain are used as a measure of 
higher education "effort," some inferences may be drawn 
from Table 2. Using the FY 1992 medians, the revenue 
capacity of the top eight states was more than seven times 
that ot the bottom states — 5.9 percent versus 0.82 percent. 
States making greater effort for higher education had sig- 
nificantly greater revenue capacity than states making less 
effort — and greater willingness to support public services

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generally (6.0 percent versus 2.05 percent). There was a 
sizable difference between the top and bottom states in 
percentages of one-year gain (12.1 percent versus -7.6 per- 
cent, ci difference of 19 points). 

Support for Student Aid. The appropriations data report- 
ed in this publication are intended for use in analyzing 
aggregate funds for higher education, not line items like 
state support for student financial aid. Thirty-one states 
did, however, isolate student financial aid in their FY92 
budgets. In these states, the mean two-year gain in stu- 
dent financial aid was 15.4 percent. Note that this increase 
is more than six times the two-year gain for higher educa- 
tion nationwide. In 22 of the 31 states, percentage increas- 
es for student aid were larger than the percentage 
increases for higher education as a whole. 

Support for Community Colleges. In recent years, the two- 
year percentage gains in state support for community colleges 
have been slightly to moderately greater than the percentage 
gains for all of higher education. In FY92, community' col- 
leges fared substantially better. In the 40 states where state 



support for community colleges could be identified, a 7 per- 
cent gain occurred from FY90 to FY92, almost three times the 
gain for higher education as a whole. In only five states 
was the percentage gain for community colleges less than 
the gains for higher education generalh . 



Comparative Measures 



To compare efforts states make to support higher edu- 
cation, researchers and analysts commonly use two mea- 
sures — appropriations per capita, and appropriations per 
$1,000 of personal income. These measures are displayed 
in Table 3. 

Caution must be exercised in interpreting these mea- 
sures, however, because the only reve.iue source used is 
state tax appropriations. Although state tax appropria- 
tions are the largest revenue source for the public institu- 
tions, and an important source for private ones, a more 
complete analysis would need to consider local taxes, stu- 
dent tuition, and non-tax sources as well.

Nature of the Data

hese figures reflect legislative decisions in the 50 
states about state tax appropriations for the oper- 
ating expenses of colleges and universities. The 
data are published three tinnes a year. They 
appear first in the 
Grapevine monthly 
research report. They are then 
published in somewhat abbre- 
via ted form in an October 
issue of The Chronicle of Higher 
Education. They appear in 
complete form in this volume 
to enable analysts, lawmakers, 
and researchers to formulate 
budgets for the following year. 

The lint a have five major charac- 
teristics. They represent only 
one source of revenue — state 
tax appropriations for col- 
leges and universities. Other 
revenue sources include, for 
example, local tax appropria- 
tions, which are especially 
important to community col- 
leges in a number of states. 
Student tuition and fees, 
another important revenue 
source, became controversial 
in the HBOs on the grounds 
that they were being used to 
supplant state taxes and general revenue funds. 

They represent appropriations, not actual expenditures. 
Though in some states separating the legislature's appro- 
priations from actual expenditures becomes difficult, this 
report, to the extent possible, contains only appropriations. 

The data, which are reported by campuses, include 
appropriations for state coordinating or governing boards, 
as well as for selected statewide programs administered 
by the coordinating or governing boards, by state scholar- 
ship agencies, or by private or independent institutions (as 



long as the source of funds is state taxes). In many 
instances, sums appropriated to agencies other than high- 
er education are included if they are destined for higher 
education. Examples include appropriations for medical 
and health education and research, and increases in 
employee fringe benefits. The data do not include appro- 
priations for debt service or for capital outlays. 

Revisions to original 




appropriations are included. 
They appear most frequent- 
ly in the column of data for 
the preceding fiscal year, 
which appears beside the 
column of data for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. In the state 
tabulations, an "(R)" follow- 
ing the FY 1990-91 heading 
indicates that revisions have 
been made for that year. 
Revisions reflect either 
reductions (which may be 
termed recisions, rever- 
sions, or amounts withheld) 
or additions (supplements 
or enhancements) to original 
appropriations. 

Only revisions received by 
October 1 can appear in the 
Chronicle of Higher Education. 
Revisions received by 
January 1 appear in this pub- 
lication. Revisions received 
thereafter are held over until 
the following year. 
Differing budget practices make certain categories of data 
unique to a selected state rather than general to all states, 
so the data are not directly comparable. Indeed, it is not 
possible to reflect both total state tax effort and compara- 
bility in one data set. The data are, however, timely, accu- 
rate, and comprehensive — timely because they are 
published as soon as possible after legislative decisions are 
made, accurate because they include revisions, compre- 
hensive because they reflect total state taxes appropriated 
for the operation of higher education.
